THE KHARTOUM EXPEDITION. 


HE gratifying tidings of the fme spirit 
which animates the Anglo - Egyptian 
troops under Sir Herbert Kitchener's 

command in the Soudan, and the soldier-like 
smartness evinced by the allied forces in training 
at Atbara for the advance against the Khalifa, 
should prepare us for a speedy reoccupation of 
Khartoum. The Sirdar will, ere many weeks have 
passed, smite the new barbarian Mahdi hip and 
thigh, and avenge the murder of General Gordon. 
To what good condition the Egyptians have been 
brought under British officers may be judged 
from the encouraging fact that an Egyptian 
Jattalion marched from Suakim to Atbara in

nineteen days, although the wells were dry. 
Generals Gatacre and Lyttelton have established 
their headquarters nt the Atbara Camp, which was 
strengthened last Sunday by the arrival of 
the first companies of the Grenadier Guards, 
who were right hospitably received by the 
Rifle Brigade.  Reuter's agent informed us 
that the remaining four companies of the 
lst Battalion of Northumberland Fusiliers and 
the rest of the 21st Lancers left Cairo on 
Sunday for the front.

PEACE NEGOTIATIONS.

HE Daily Telegraph stated on Monday that 
ameeting of the Cabinet at Madrid took place 
last Sunday, at which, it appears, the 
American terms were accepted, and, later, 

these were submitted to the Queen-Regent, and 
definitively sanctioned by her. What thoseterms are 
has already been made known. In the first place, 
Cuba ceases to be a Spanish possession. Next, 
Puerto Rico passes to the United States as a 
prize of war, together with a portion of the 
Ladrone Islands, while the question of the 
Philippines is referred to a mixed American and 
Spanish Commission. 

According to Reuter’s Washington agent, a 
member of the American Cabinet, who was with 
the President on Monday, said to a Press repre- 
sentative afterwards: ‘‘ The information which 
has come from Madrid indicates that the Spanish 
have accepted the terms in a general way, 
leaving open several questions not included in 
the terms submitted. Our communication offer- 
ing terms was explicit, specifically stating such 
points as could be left open for further negotia- 
tions. We will stand by those terms.” 


Puerto Rico. 


The Americans have taken possession of the 
eastern portion of Puerto Rico. Small parties 
of marines have been landed, and have lighted 
the lamps in the lighthouses along the coast. 
They met with no resistance. War-ships have 
been sent out to collect the, transports which 
were scattered all around the island, owing 
apparently to a mistake as to their place of 
rendezvous. It will take severai days to get 
them to Ponce, where General Miles is waiting. 

The New Orleans maintains the blockade of San 
Juan. 


General Macias, 
the Spanish Governor-General, has issued a 
proclamation, in which he says: ‘‘ Spain has not 
sued for peace. I can drive off the American 
boats now as I did Admiral Sampson’s attempt 
before." 

The daughter of General Macias is helping to 
drill the gunners in the forts. There are 9500 
Spanish Regular troops in San Juan. The 
Spaniards who retreated from the towns on the 
south coast after the landing of the Americans 
have not yet reached San Juan, 


Captain Sigsbee’s New Appointment. 


Captain Sigsbee, who was in command of the 
Maine when she was blown up in Havana Har- 
bour, is to be*appointed to the command of the 
American battle-ship Teras. The appointment 
is an acknowledgment of his complete vindica- 
tion in connection with the loss of the Maine, 
according to the Central News. 

. Spanish Prisoners. 

According to the New York Tribune’s Wash- 
ington correspondent, the U.S. Government has 
offered to relense on parole the 1300 prisoners 
who were taken after the destruction of Admiral 
Cervera’s fleet whenever Spain is ready to 
repatriate them. 

Fever in the American Army. 

General Shafter’s report for Aug. 7 gives the 
total number of sick in the army as 3445, of 
which 2498 were fever cases, including 412 fresh 
cases of fever. The number of men who had 
had fever and returned to duty was 406.. The 
deaths numbered eleven, of which five were due 
to yellow fever.

| Fighting in Manila: Severe Engagement 


Between Spaniards and Americans. 


News has been brought to Hong-Kong by the 
German steamer Petrarch, which left Manila on 
the 6th inst., that the Spaniards attacked the 
American camp on the night of the 31st ult. 

The Spanish forces, which numbered over three 
thousand, twice charged the American lines, but 
on the first occasion the fire from the latter broke 
the Spanish eentre and compelled the assailants 
to retreat. 

'The second Spanish attack, which was an 
equally determined one, was also repulsed. 

The Spaniards afterwards withdrew into the 
bush, keeping up an incessant fire on the roads 
held by the American troops. 

The '*Rebels" during the engagement re- 
mained neutral. The Americans hud eleven 
killed and thirty-seven wounded. The Spanish 
loss is reported to be great. 

The Journal of New York published on Tues- 
day the following telegram.from Hong-Kong— 

** An engagement between the Americans and 
Spaniards was fought on the night of the 
3lst ult. The Spaniards were repulsed with a 
loss of 200 killed and 300 wounded. . The 
Americans had nine killed and forty-four 
wounded.’’ 


Republican Rising in Valencia. 


An official telegram from the Prefect of 
Castellon states that, according to information 
received from the’ Mayor of Alcala de Chisvert, 
in the province of Valencia, seven armed men on 
Sunday morning last forced their way, with cries 
of ‘‘ Long Live the Republic,” into the Customs 
station at Aleonbre, and seized five rifles and a 
carbine belonging to the Customs officers and a 
municipal guard who were on duty there. 

They not only succeeded in making good their 
éscape, but compelled the owners of the weapons 
which they had seized, and a number of other 
persons, to follow them. None of the men 
were previously known to be either Carlists or 
Republicans.

Her 
Majesty went out on Monday morning, accompanied by the 
Duke and Duchess of Connaught, with Prigece Arthur and 
the Princesses Margaret und Victoria Patricia, Princess 
Henry of Battenberg, Princess Victoria of Schleswig- 
Holstein, and Princess Aribert of Anhalt.. The Marquis of 
Salisbury, Viscount and Viscountess Cranborne, and the 
Rev. Cosmo Lang left the same day.

The Prince of Wales proposes to prolong his stay 
on board the Osborne at Cowes until the end of August. 
The sides of the pavilion built for His Royal Highness on 
the deck of the Royal yacht have been filled wit: glass- 
sashes to replace the curtains which at first formed the 
walls of the structure, and other work has been carried out 
with a view to a longer stay on the part of His Royal High- 
ness than was originally intended. He has benefited 
greatly in health by his stay in.the Solent, and has been 
able to spend most of the day on deck, we are glad to hear. 


The Princess of Wales’s Sudden Visit to 
Her Mother in Denmark occasioned much political 
gossip in view of the adverse attitude to England adopted 
by the Russian representative in China, It is certainly 
advisable that all the private influence our Royal Family 
can bring to bear should be promptly exerted to muke it 
plain to the Czar that the British Government’s patience is 
very nearly exhausted by the irritating and hostile proceed- 
ings of Russia’s unscrupulous emissariesat Pekin. England 
plays with her cards on the table, and expects other countries 
to do the same. There is a report that M. Pavloff is to 
be recalled from Pekin. But this proper step must be 
followed by a straightforward abandonment of the 
“‘trying-it-on” system beloved by Russian diplomatists, 
in order to bring about the good understanding so 
much desired with England. As regards the rumoured 
reason of the Princess of Wales’s journey to Copen- 
hagen on Tuesday week, the Copenhagen Special Corre- 
spondent of the Daily News cabled last Sunday night: 
“T am authorised to state that the reports circulated by 
several English and German papers in connection with the 
Princess of Wales's arrival here, to the effect that she is

charged by Queen Victoria to act upon her sister, the Russian 
Empress Dowager, in order to avoid an Anglo-Russian 
conflict which is said to be threatening, are entirely without 
foundation.

The Queen of 
Greece is also expeeted here shortly, and their present plan 
is to leavetogether with the Empress Dowager, who, in case 
the Queen of Denmark's health allows of her departure, 
intends going to Moscow for a few days to attend the 
unveiling of the Alexander III. monument."

Valley. The town of Shan-Hai-Kwan, the present ter- 
minus of the railway from Pekin through Tientsin and 
Taku, is east of Pekin on the Gulf of Liao-Tung. Niu- 
Chwang is an important commercial town and treaty port 
at the north of the Gulf of Liao-Tur -—and therefore 
150 miles north of the new Russian stronghold of Port 
Arthur and 350 east-north-east of Pekin. Niu-Chwang 
will thus cover the land approach to Pekin from Port 
Arthur, as well as from Manchuria and Siberia, while 
it will form the terminus of the line connecting Pekin 
with Tientsin, Taku, and the commerce of the Gulf of 
Pe-chi-li. It is sa/d that M. Pavloff is unceasing in his 
efforts to move the Tsung-li-Yamen to abrogate the loan, 
representing it to be merely a cloak for the extension of 
British political influence, notwithstanding that the matter 
is a purely commercial one. The fact that a great propor- 
tion of the Niu-Chwang trade is in American merchandise 
renders necessary the co-operation of the American Minister 
at Pekin in support of the demand for the concessions in 
question. Several leading British merchants in North 
China confirm the existence of a general state of uneasi- 
ness, and the Chinese naturally consider the present issue 
between Great Britain and Russia as likely to decide the 
futurity of their country. 


Lord Salisbury will spend the next three weeks at 
Contrexéville, where he is.to take a course of waters, after 
which he will go with Lady Salisbury to Walmer Castle 
for about a month. Mr. Balfour (says the World) is to be 
in charge of the Foreign Office during Lord Salisbury’s 
absence from England, so he will remain in the vicinity of 
London, and is not going to North Berwick until the 
beginning of September. 

Parliament was Prorogued by Royal Com- 
mission, the Lord Chancellor reading the Queen's 
Speech. But the Lords, most unfortunately for the publie 
health, caved in first over the essential clause of 


The New Vaccination Bill—one of the most 
mischievous and dangerous measures ever passed by 


Parliament, since it is not unlikely to lead to fatal out- 
breaks of smallpox, and cause that scourge to pit the faces 
of multitudes once again. The Lords stultified themselves 
on Monday last. The House of Lords was asked by Lord 
Harris (despite Lord Lister's solemn Marie , on behalf 
of the Government, to assent to the action of the Commons 
in restoring the ‘‘ Conscience Clause"' to the Vaccination 
Bill. Several peers on the Ministerial side renewed their 
protests, but the Marquis of Salisbury contended that their 
arguments were based on unreliable data, and that the 
House of Lords would do as the House of Commons had 
done were the positions reversed. . By fifty-five to forty-five 
their Lordships agreed to the restoration of the clause. But 
we strongly counsel all our readers to go in for vaccination 
all the same. Vaccination, as practised under skilled 
medical officers of health, is the one safeguard against the 
fell epidemie of smallpox. 


M. Lockroy, the French Minister of Marine, 
ina speech at Brest, has declared that in future wars the 
navy will play a great part, and it was the duty of all 
durmg time of peace to prepare for the defence of their 
country. Only by skilful preparation and unremitting 


enable him to go to Parliament and say that it was all 
nonsense that the English and Dutch were against each 
other. * We cannot be against each other," added Mr.

The new Prince Bismarck was some 
time ago, as Count Herbert Bismarck, attached to the 
German Embassy in London, but he was not particularly 
popular, having inherited rather too much of his father’s 

The will of the late Prince has not 
been published, but it is expected that he will be found 
to have left something near two millions sterling.

Increasing Tea-Roses. 


O wing to the difficulty in getting tea-roses on their own 
roots from the trade, especially for warm soils, it would be 
well for those who grow these roses in pots, or planted out 
in houses, to strike their own, which is not difficult to do. 
Where tea-roses are grown in houses planted out, or in 
pots, it is, after the flower-time, easy to get cuttings of the 
half-ripened wood, and if these are put under hand-lights 
in the open air in good friable soil, a very great number 
willtake root. 'This might be done at any time in summer 
or early autumn. The glasses are left on until autumn, 
and in the winter or early spring the plants should be 
transplanted. when well rooted. A simpler way still is that 
pursued by cottage gardeners, of putting in 


Cuttings in September or Early October, 


in a bed in the open air without special Pose except 
inserting the euttings slantwise, in which way they strike 
more surely. Fewer take when this method is adopted 
than unde: the hand-lights; but a good number do take 
uncommonly well,and it can be done by those who have 
no plants in pots. If tea-roses were struck in this way for 
a year or two, using, when we have them, the pot roses, 
and also the outdoor roses, we should get a stock of healthy 
plants on their own roots, which we could soon eompare 
with the roses on the various stocks of Manetti, dog-rose, 
or as the case may be. Where, however,

are bought, it is a’ simple way to get them on their own 
roots by burying the union of the stock gnd graft for an 
inch or two inches below the surface, scraping or cutting 
off a little of the bark of the rose above the union. In this 
way the roses often root above the stock, and we soon get 
the advantage of the plant on its own roots. The kinds 
that are best worth doing in this way are the tea-roses and 
the allied monthly roses, which give such continuous bloom 
throughout the summer in the flower-garden. Certainly 
the p'an deserves trying, above all things in soil supposed 
not to be good for rose culture—such as hot sands and 
other light soils, in which people often despair of roses. 
With good preparation of the soil, these roses could be 
admirably grown on their own roots. 


The Plague of Earwigs. 


A week or two ago I noted a query, says a writer to the 
Fieid, as to the manner in which earwigs could be got rid of 
ina house. Perhaps my experience may be of some value 
to your correspondent. I was living at the time in a very 
old house. I spent a great many hours in the evening 
catching and killing earwigs. Some nights I caught nearer 
a hundred than fifty; this appeared to make not the 
slightest difference. The second year I had a mosquito- 
curtain nailed over the window ; this was only fairly suc- 
cessful. I then gave an order for my window to be 
closed every night at dusk, and on no account was 
my lamp to be lighted while the window was open. 
This, although an objectionable method, was quite suc- 
cessful. The proof of the utility of closing the window was 
soon forthcoming. On entering my room at ten p.m. one 
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night, I discovered six or seven earwigs on the walls | 


and table. On inquiring, I was informed that as the 
night was so close, the window had been left open an 
hour longer! If your correspondent has only a few in his 
rooms, an overturned flower-pot filled with rubbish will 
often nttract them for a night's lodging ; they then may be 
killed in the morning.

The expedition 
expects to return in the year 1900, and the 
clothing and equipment which are to serve it 
in the interim have naturally been inspected 
with much interest. 


Sad Sailing-Boat Accident off Douglas. 


Five visitors (four gentlemen and a lady) were 
drowned in a yacht off Clay Head, North 
Douglas Bay, Isle of Man, on Aug. 2. One lady 
of the party was saved by swimming five hundred 
yards to the rocks. Her name is Miss Bates, of 
Dirmingham, daughter of Professor Bates, the 
well-known swimmer. The names of those 
drowned are James Nettle, timber merchant, 
Newby Street, Stanley Park, Liverpool ; Miss 
Nettle, his daughter; Mr. Harvey, of Liverpool ; 
«Mr. ‘Hare, seale-maker, 34, Constitution Hill, 
Birmingham ; and a friend of Mr. Harvey, whose 
name is unknown. 

It appears that the party went out in a small 
yacht, leaving Douglas at six o'clock. There 
was no boatman with the party, the gentlemen, 
it is stated, being accustomed to yachting. 
When off Clay Head, the helmsman sought to 
tack, and called to his friends to **duck your 
heads." Miss Bates says she fell, the boat 
heeling over, and the next moment found herself 
in the water. She looked round for her com- 
panions, but only saw one, a Mr. Hare. The 
others had been carried down with the boat. 
Miss Bates swam with Mr. Hare to some rocks 
about 500 yards distance, and after being 
buffetted against the rocks, managed to reach 
the shore. Mr. Hare, less fortunate, was unable 
to hold on to the rocks, and was washed away 
and drowned. Miss Bates made her way to a 
farmhouse, where she was carefully attended. 

The boat, which was purchased “by Mr. Evans 
last season, was usually in charge of a boatman 
named Elliott, and the latter had frequently 
warned Evans not to go out by himself. That 
morning the Douglas harbour-master saw the 
party leaving the harbour, and acquainted them 
with the fact that the barometer was falling, and 
that nasty weather was expected. It is three 
years since such a serious accident has happened 
in the Isle of Man. The yacht was known as 
the Katie, and was a perfectly sound craft. Miss

Norwich Public Library Burnt.

A THIED MARRIAGE STOPPED 
BY HIS ARREST. 


Justice Barnes had before him the petition 
of Mrs. Temple fur a divorce by reason of 
the bigamy and adultery of the respondent, 


l the Divorce Division last Monday, Mr. 


William Runcieman, 


who, it will be remembered, was alleged to have 
personated a missing Baronet, Sir Grenville 
Louis Temple, and was sentenced to five years’ 
penal servitude for committing bigamy. 

His Lordship said that an application had been 
made to him in chambers, and he had ordered his 
attendance. The respondent was then brought 
into court in company of two warders, he having 
come up from Lewes. 

Mr. Arthur May, who appeared for the peti- 
tioner, said that the respondent was a British 
subject, while the petitioner was an American by 
birth. The respondent in his earlier life was:in 
the native Egyptian array, and was dismissed for 
cowardice. Subsequently he came to England 
and lived a life of crime, and was sentenced to 
five years’ penal servitude. Afterwards he went 
to New York, where he passed under an assumed 
name. 


His Real Name was William Woodhead 
Runcieman. 


He passed under the name of John Louis Gren- 
vilie Temple, and said he was entitled te the 
baronetcy. Ten years ago a Baronet of that 
name went to Canada, and had not since been 
heard of. The respondent said he was that 
Barouet, but he did not assume the title. Whfie 
in, New York he met 


The Petitioner, Estelle Wessell, 


who was in Government employ there, and 
who had an income of £200 a year. The 
marriage took place on June 15, 1895, at Bing- 
hampton, New York, according to the rites of 
the Episcopal Church. Afterwards they came 
together to this country, but the respondent 
could not introduce her to the Temple family 
because he was not related to it. He made 
various excuses why he did not.do so, and last 
January he induced her to return to New York 
by means of a forged letter pretending that her 
sister had met with a serious accident, and that 
she must go back and nurse her. While peti- 
tioner was in this country he had lived on her 
money. On March 8, 1897,

petitioner, who had returned to London, address- 
ing her as ** Dear, dear wifey.”

In one letter he wrote that he was 
not afraid of Scotland Yard, that they would not 
have his body, that he was unhappy and miser- 
able; but that he was ‘prepared to face the 
music," he signing himself. ‘‘ your miserable 
husband." He was taken into custody are 
was afterwards charged at the Old Bailey with 
bigamy. Last July Sessions he pleaded guilty 
and was sentenced to five years* penal servitude. 


Estelle Temple, the Petitioner, 


gave evidence as. to the marriage of the respon- 
dent in 1895, when he gave the name of Grenville 
Louis John Temple, at Binghampton, New York. 
They lived for one year and a half together. He 
told her he was connected with the Temple 
family, and that he would succeed to the title 
on the death of his mother. They lived mainly 
on funds supplied by her. In January 1897 he 
showed her a typewritten letter. 
Respondent : My Lord, I object. 
‘His Lordship : You have no right to be heard. 
You have put in no defence to the suit. 
Witness said that after the receipt of that letter 
she went to New York, as the letter set out that 
her sister was seriously ill. She found her sister 
was notill. She wrote to the respondent on the 
subject. He said it was the work of his enemies. 
She identified him now in court. 
Evidence having been given as to the American 
marriage, Mr. George Harvey, vestry clerk of 
St. Peter’s Church, Pimlico, produced the register 
of marriages. He said he was present at the 
marriage of ‘‘ Mr. Grenville Temple” to Agnes 
Ingraville, on March 8,1897. He identified both 
of the parties in court. . 

John Smith, of Great Russell Mansions, Great 
Russell Street, said that they lived together as 
husband and wife for about four months. 


Detective-Sergeant Scott 


gave evidence as to the trial and conviction of 
the respondent under the name of Runcieman. 
His Lordship said he understood that the 
respondent had written to the Registry, stating 
that there was a mistake about his conviction. 
Respondent said he asserted that he had been 
wrongly convicted. 


Miss Ingraville 


(excitedly, and rising, from a seat in the body 
of the Court) said: My Lord, he has not had a 
fair trial! It was never a fair trial! 

His Lordship: You must sit down. 

Mr. Arthur May: When he was arrested he 
was about to marry another woman. 

Miss Ingraville: My Lord, it was never a fair 
trial. 

"The respondent asked his Lordship if he would 
listen to any statement; about the American 
marriage. It was a bogus ceremony. 

His Lordship: You have put in no defence to 
this suit. i 

The respondent: When I was served with the 
papers I was in Holloway awaiting my trial. 

His Lordship said there must be a decree nisi, 
with costs.

MORE ABOUT “HOOLIGANS.” 


AMUEL WAKEMAN, twenty, was 
charged on remand at the Southwark 
Police Court on Monday, with stealing nine 
shillings from the person of Ellen Moakes, 

married, flower-seller, in Tabard Street, Borough, 
on the night of August Bank Holiday. 


One of the prisoner’s companions was sentenced 
last week to six weeks’ hard labour for assaulting 
Bridget Mullins, an unmarried sister of the pro- 
secutrix, at the same time and place. According 
to the evidence then given, Mullins was walking 
with her young man, when they passed a small 
gang of “ Hooligans,” who jostled against the 
girl and then knocked her down. The alarm 
was given, and Moakes hurried to her assist- 
ance, whereupon she also was attacked by the 
gang, and she declared that the prisoner Wake- 
man held her by the throat, tore open her 
bodice, and stole her day’s takings, nine shillings, 
with the handkerchief in which the money was 
wrapped. When arrested by Police-Constable 
Slade, 205 M, the prisoner said, ‘‘I plead guilty 
to the theft, but not to the purse." Only eight» 
pence-halfpenny was found upon him. 

The prisoner now pleaded not guilty, and Mz, 
Sydney appeared for his defence. 


One of the witnesses, cross-examined by Mz. 
Sydney, said the prisoner boasted of being 8 
Hooligan. He fetched a gang, and said, ** Herc 
we are; we’ll show them that we are the Hooli- 
gans.’? She had frequently seen the prisonez 
and his companions sitting and standing about 
the streets, and did not know that he did any 
work. She and her sister were now in fear of 
their lives, having been repeatedly threatened 
since they charged the prisoner and his com- 
panion Warren. One of the young men who had 
threatened her was now present in court. 


Mr. Fenwick ordered the detention of the 
young man until he had been served with 2 
summons for threats, returnable that afternoon. 


Mr: Sydney observed that everybody who got 
into a row in that district was now called a 
“ Hooligan,” but his client Wakeman was a 
hard-working man. 

The constable stated that from his inquiries he 
found that the prisoner bore a good character, 
and hud worked four months at a leather factory. 


Mr. Sydney proposed to call further evidence 
on the prisoner’s behalf, but upon an intimation 
from the magistrate he reserved the defence. 


The prisoner was then committed for trial at 
the Old Bailey on the charge of highway rob- 
bery with violence. 

John Walker, general dealer, of Foxc's Build- 
ings, Tabard Street, answered to the summons 
for threatening Bridget Mullins, a witness in the 
previous case. Mr. Sydney appeared for the 
defendant, who was said to be a former employer 
of Wakeman. The hearing was adjourned.
